( 1 ) Only associates and fellows who are in practice or 
who are deemed to be in practice within the meaning of 
the Explanation to sub-section (2) of Section 2, shall sub- 
ject to the provisions of these Regulations, be entitled to 
train articled clerks as hereinafter provided. 

(2) An associate who has been in continuous practice 
for nol less than three years, either before or after the 
commencement of the Act or partly before and partly 
after the commencement of the Act, shall he entitled to 
train one articled clerk. 

(3) A member, other than one covered by sub-regula- 
tion (2), who is a partner in a firm of chartered accoun- 
tants in practice having at least one partner entitled to 
train articled clerkG. shall be entitled to train one articled 
clerk. 

(4) A member who is a full-time salaiicd employee 
of a chartered accountant in practice entitled to train 
articled clerk/s or of a firm of chartered accountants in 
practice having ai least one partner entitled to train arti- 
cled clerk/s shall be entitled to train one articled clerk. 

(5) A fellow who has been in continuous practice (or 
not less than 5 years, either before or after the commence- 
ment of the Act or partly before and partly after the 
commencement of the Act, shall be entitled to train two 
articled clerks. 

(6) A fellow who has been in continuous practice for 
a period of not less than 7 years, either before or after 
the commencement of the Act. or partly before and partly 
after the commencement of (he Act. shall be entitled to 
train three articled clerks. 

(7) A fellow who has been in continuous practice for 
a period ol not less than 15 years, either belo'e or after 
the commencement of the Act or partly before and partly 
after the commencement of the Act, shall be entitled to 
train four articled clerks 
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(8) A member in practice entitled to train one or more 
articled clerks under any of ihe sub-regulations (2), (5), 
(6) and (7), shall be entilled to train as an additional 
articled clerk, a person who has passed die degree exami- 
nation of a recognised University securing not less than 
60% marks in the aggregate m the said examination : 

Provided that if a memher is in pi notice as a sole pro- 
prietor and is also a partner in one or more firms of 
chartered accountants in piaciice, he shall he entitled to 
engage such additional clerk only if the rahu of such addi- 
tional clerks to the number of partners is maintained at 
one articled clerk for every two partners : 

Provided further that if a memher in practice is a part- 
ner in one or mote Aims of chartered accountant. 1 , in prac- 
tice he shall be entitled to engage such additional atticlcd 
clerk only if the ratio of such additional clerks to the 
number of partners is not higher than one at tided clerk 
for every two partneis. 

EXPLANATION 1. For the purpose of calculating the 
percentage, of marks, ihe marks secured in subjects in 
which a student is required by the regulations of the Uni- 
versity or the examining body concerned to obtain only 
pass marks and tor which no special credit is given tor 
Jiigher marks, shall be ignored.
